USED ON DOMESTIC FLIGHTS AND TO SAIGON AND PHNOM PENH. 

3. TRAVELERS SHOULD BE ADVISED THAT WHILE THESE TWO AIRCRAFT 
ARE CONSIDERED TO MEET ALL SAFETY REQUIREMENTS, THE FLIGHT 
SCHEDULES FOR THE CARAVELLE ARE NOT YET FIRM. AT PRESENT 
THERE IS A ROUNDTRIP VIENTIANE/HONGKONG FLIGHT ON TUESDAYS; A 
VIENTIANE/HONGKONG ON SATURDAYS AND THE RETURN FLIGHT ON SUNDAYS; 
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AND FOUR TIMES WEEKLY ROUNDTRIP FLIGHTS TO BANGKOK. 
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
